San Fernando wants the site for 
the erection of a dam 190 feet 
high, at an estimated cost of $150,- 
000, for the purpose of supplying 
water to that municipality.

CRRY UP THE SEWER BUILDING 
Los Angeles has made it very evident 


that the sewer question must be settled 
with no undue waste of time. There may 
still be differences of opinion as to the 
best way for handling city sewago, wheth- 
er it should be treated in Imbof tanks, 
whether it can profitably be converted into 
fertiliser or whether it can be deodorized 
and sprayed harmlessly into the ocean far 
beyond the shore line. 

However, ‘the sanitary engineers have 
now had over a year to thresh out the sci- 


‘entific theories and the city financiers have 


had the same length of time to figure on 
various storm drains and different metb- 
ods of disposal. ’ 
By ‘their vote last Tuesday the people 
have shown that they want something done 
—and they want it done at once. The pub- 
lic health is too important a matter to 
wait on either scientific or financial dis- 
cussions. 
Our present sewer system is, by common 
consent, acknowledged to be totally inade- 
quate for the city’s needs. This is bad 
enough in a city whose growth is almost 
stationary. In the case of Los Angeles it 
is utterly tmpossibie. 
The people have voted the necessary 
bonds so as to insure the tnauguration of 
a sewer system requisite for the needs of 
a community growing at the extraord‘nary 
rate shown by the records of Los Angeles. 
The size of the majority also proves that 
demand immediate action. There 
should be no loss of time now tn disposing 
of the bonds and getting busy on actual 


construction.
